ORIGIN OF FORKS AT TABLE. 

THE ule of forks #t table did not prevail.in England 
till the reign of J the Pir, as we leava from a re- 
markable paffage in Coryat The reader wil! foile at the 
folemn manne: in which this important difcovery or inno- 
vation is related. 

Here I will meotion a thing that might have been 
fpoken of before in difcourfe of the firft Ltanan towne, 
I obferved a,cuflom in all thofe Italian cities and townes 
through the which I paffed, thet is not uled in any other 
country that I faw in my travels ; neither do I thinke that 
any other nation of Chriftendome corh afe it, bot only 
Traly. The Ttalian, and alfo mof Rrangers that are com 
movant in Italy, doe always at their meals ofe a little forke 
wheo they eat their meate; for while with their knife, 
which they hold ie one hand, they cut the meate out of 
the dith, they faften the forke, which they hold in the 
other hand, upon the fame difh ; fo that whartfoever he | 
be thar ficting in the company of any others at mesale | 
Should nnadviledly touch the dith of meate with his fin- 
gers from which all the table doe cat, h> will give occa- 
fion of offence unto the company, as having tranfgreff- 
ed the lawes of good manners, in fo much that for 
his error he thall be at leaf brow-beaten, if not repre- 
hended in wordes, This form of feeding I anderftand is 
generally ofed in all parts of Italy, their forks for the moft 
part being made of yronn, fleele, and fome of filver, but 
thofe are afed only by gentlemen, The reafon of this 
their curiofity is, hecaufe the [tralian cancot by any means 
indure to heave his dith touched with fiegers, feeing all 
mens fingers are mot alike cleane, [!ercupon I myfelf 
thought good to imitate the Italian fathion by this forked 
entting of meate, not only while I was in fraly, but alfo 
in Germany, and often times in England fince I came 
home : being once quibbed for that frequently afing 
my forke, by a certain learned pen'leman a familiar 
friend of mine, Mr. Lawrence Whitaker ; who, in bis 
merry humour, doubied not to call me table rurciree, 
only for ufing a forke at feeding, bat for no other caufe.” 





ON THE ENCREASING POPULATION OF THE 
UNITED STATES, 

THE rapid encreafe of this country, as well in num- 

bers as io wealrh and ftreogth, is very aftonithing, and has 

rarely hod a parelic! fince men began to multiply upon 





the earth, The population of the Hebrews in the land of 
Egypt has been for more than three thoufand years, acon- | 
flant theme of admiration, Wuhin the compafs of jour | 
centuries, they multiplied from feventy five fouls to fix | 
hundred thoufand giown men: and if we compute the | 
women and children to be in proportion to the men, as 
five to one, their whole number that left Egypt was three 
millions and Gx hundred thoufand, 

The increafe of population in this country has been 
fill greater than that of the Hebrews in Egypt. Ia lefs 
than two centuries, and from very fmall beginnings, we 
have grown to the vaft number of between five and fix 
millions, The left tea years have increafed our numbers 
twelve hundred thoufand, According to this ratio, that 
is, computing four millions (which: was nearly the number 
of the inhabitants of this country, ten years ago,) to pro- 
duce an increafe of twelve hundred thoufand, in ten years, 
the whole number of the inhabuans of the United States, 
in half a century, (if my hafty computation is correél) 
will amount to but little thor: of twenty millions: and, a 
the clofe of the prefent century, it will amount to between 
feventy and eighty millions, 

Indeed it is not to be expeéted that the increafe of po- 
pulation in this country will be as rapid, fora hundred, o 
for fifty years to come, as it has been in the laft ten years ; 
but, unlefs fome dreadful calamity thould befal it, our na- 
tion, within a century, and even within half a centary, 
will probably be exceeded only by « very few among the
